Existing Charges of Ministers Money to cease ; Sect. 1. 

The Charge of Ministers Money for the Year ending 3 1st December 
1853 to be ascertained, all Houses rated to the Poor at or under 
10/. being deducted, and the Amounts to be certified to Col- 
lector General of Rates, Town Clerks, and Clerks to Boards of 
Guardians ; 2. 

The Sum so certified to be raised in each Parish by means of a Rate 
upon all Houses now chargeable, except those rated under 10/. ; 3. 

Sums raised to be paid over to the Paymaster of Civil Services, and 
be by him transferred to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners ; 4. 

How Monies are to be recovered in case of Default to raise the same 
by Rates under this Act ; 5. 

Owners or Occupiers may redeem ; 6. 

Redemption Monies to be paid to Ecclesiastical Commissioners in 
like Manner as Monies arising- from Rates ; 7. 

Ecclesiastical Commissioners to pay to Incumbents 80/. per Cent, on 
Three Years Average of the Sums now payable for Ministers 
Money ; 8. 

Ecclesiastical Commissioners may invest Monies ; 9- 

Savings to be applied for the Augmentation of Benefices or increasing 
the Number of Clergymen in the said Cities and Towns ; 10.

W HEREAS by an Act of the Session of the Parliament of Preamble. 

Ireland holden in the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Years i7&i8Car.2. 
of King Charles the Second, Chapter Seven, Provision was c - ^ (*•) 
made for charging Sums of Money to be paid in every Year to the 
5 several Incumbents having Cure of Souls in the several Parishes 
within the City and Suburbs of Dublin and Liberties thereunto 
adjoining, and other Cities and Towns Corporate in Ireland, out of the 
Houses belonging to the several Parishes, according to the annual 
Value of such Houses, to be previously ascertained by Commissioners 
10 as therein mentioned, and the Sums so allotted and charged were to 
be received by the Churchwardens, and ‘by them paid to the Incum- 
bents, and Power was thereby given to the Churchwardens, on the 
Refusal or Delay of Payment by the Inhabitants, to recover such 
Sums by Distress : And whereas by an Act passed in the Seventh and 7 & 8 G. 4 
15 Eighth Years of King George the Fourth, Chapter Thirty-four, the c. 34. 
Incumbents within the City and Suburbs of Dublin and Liberties 
thereunto adjoining, and within other Cities and Towns Corporate in 
Ireland, were authorized to appoint Collectors of all Sums allotted or

called and hereinafter referred to as Ministers Money, has become 10 
unequal, and from that Cause and from other Causes the Collection o 
the laid Ministers Money has been found difficult, and m many Cases 
“ve, to the poor Inhabitants of the Houses charged therewrth, 
mi it is expedient to amend the Law m relation thereto : Be t 
fore enacted by tlie Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 15 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, ill this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 
the same, as follows : 

' I Erom and after the First Day of October Om thousand ■ eight 
hundred and fifty finer the smd Act of King Charles tlie Second shffi 20 
be and is hereby repealed, and no Allotment or Charge of Su 
shall thereafter he made under tlie Provisions thereof: Provided 
always, that all Arrears of such Ministers Money then due and 
payable shall and may be paid and recovered as if this Act had not 
been passed. 25 

II The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland shall cause to be ascertained, 
in a Return to be made by Persons to be by him for that Pur- 
pose appointed by Commission under the Great Seal of Ireland 
the Amount payable during the Year ended the Thirty-first 
Day of December One thousand eight hundred and Jiffy-three for 
Ministers Money out of each House in each Parish within 
the said City and Suburbs of Dublin and the Liberties there- 
unto adjoining, and in the said other Cities and Boroughs li- 
able to the Payment of Ministers Money, and in such Portions oi 
Parishes liable to the Payment of Ministers Motley ns lie outside the 36 
Boundaries of the said Cities and Boroughs, distinguishing 
therein all Sums payable in respect of Houses of and under the 
annual Value of Ten Pounds (such Value to lie estimated in the 
same Manner in which the same may lie or should be estimated for 
the Purposes of a Rate for the Relief of the Poor), which said Com- 40 
mission shall he returned, under the Hands and Seals of the Commis- 
sioners or any Two of them, to the Clerk of the Council of 
Ireland for the Time being; and after the Amount ascertained 
thereby with respect to each such Parish shall have been approved

by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland, the Clerk 
of the Council shall certify under liis Hand to the Collector General 
of Rates in the City of Dublin, and to the respective Clerks to 
the several and respective Boards of Guardians in whose Unions 
5 suc h p ar ts of the Suburbs of the City of Dublin or of the Liberties 
thereunto formerly adjoining as are not within the Limits of the Mu- 
nicipal District of Dublin are comprised, and to the Town Clerk ot 
each of the Cities or Boroughs herein -after mentioned, (that is to say,) 
Cork, Limerick, Waterford, Drogheda, Kilkenny, and Clonmel, and to 
10 the Clerk to the Town Commissioners of Ivinsale, and to the respec- 
tive Clerks to the several and respective Boards of Guardians in whose 
Unions any Portions of such Parishes liable to the Payment of 
Ministers Money may be comprised, the Amount ascertained and 
approved with respect, to all Houses in each Parish therein respectively

Parish now liable to the Payment of Ministers Money, in every ^ ear, a , )!e cxee p t 
in Two equal Sums, tie Amount so ascertained, approved, and certified 
with respect to such Parish, by means of a Rate to be assessed and levied 
Oil all Houses situate in each such Parish respectively now liable to the 
25 Payment of Ministers Money, and of the rated V alue of more than 
Ten Pounds, provided that no House shall be liable to a greater 
annual Payment for such Rate than it is now liable to pay for Mi- 
nisters Money; and, subject as aforesaid, the Rates to bo so assessed 
shall, by the said Collector General, and by the respective Councils of 
30 the said Cities and Boroughs, be assessed, levied, and collected in the 
same Maimer and under and subject to the same Provisions as the 
Borough Rate, and shall in the Town or Borough of Kmsale be 
assessed, levied, and collected in the same Manner and under and

dred and fifty-five : Provided always, that no Assessment, under this 
Act shall be made upon the Occupier or Owner of any House rated 
to the Relief of the Poor upon an annual Value of Ten Pounds or 
less than Ten Pounds ; provided also, that it shall he lawful for the. 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to order and direct that the Collectors of 5 
the Rates to be made under this Act. shall he entitled to such Per- 
centage upon the Sums actually collected as such Lord Lieutenant 
may think fit- 
ly. The Monies levied under this Act by and under the Authority 
of the said Councils, Town Commissioners, and Boards of Guardians 10 
shall be paid to the respective Treasurers of the Cities and Towns in 
which the same are levied, and the Monies levied under this Act by 
and under the Authority of the said Boards of Guardians shall be paid 
to the Treasurers of their respective Unions ; and all Monies levied 
under this Act by such Collector General of Rates, and the Monies to 15 
be paid under this Act to the said Treasurers, shall be carried to sepa- 
rate Accounts, and, after deducting such Sums as may be allowed as 
Per-centage as aforesaid, shall he paid by them respectively into the 
Bank of Ireland, to be there placed to a separate Account in the Name 
of the Paymaster of Civil Services in Ireland, to be entitled “Account 20 
of Ministers Money,” and all Sums to be paid to such Paymaster shall 
be paid by him to the “ Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland,” and 
such Commissioners shall keep a separate Account of the Monies so 
paid to them as aforesaid. 

V. In case in any Half Year any such Sufti he not raised and paid 25 
over to the Paymaster of Civil Services as aforesaid, the same or so 
much thereof as shall not be paid shall, in case of such Default with 
respect to any Parish in the Municipal District of Dublin, or in any of 
the said other Cities or Boroughs herein mentioned, become and be a 
Debt, due to the Crown from the said City of Dublin, or of such other 30 
City or Borough in which the' Default may happen ; and in the Case 
of such Default with respect to any Parish in which Rates arc to be 
raised under this Act by Boards of Guardians, the said Sum or so 
much thereof as aforesaid shall become and be a Debt due to the 
Crown from such Board of Guardians ; and the Lord Lieutenant of 35 
Ireland shall order all Sums which shall become due to the Crown as 
aforesaid to be recovered and paid to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
for Irehmd. 



VI. It shall be lawful for the Owner or Occupier of any House 
liable to be rated, under this Act to redeem the Rates to which such 40 
House may : so be liable, on Payment to the said Paymaster of Civil 
Services df all Arrears (if any) of such Rates, and of Fourteen 
Times the annual Amount at which such House may lie liable

to be rated under this Act; and from and after such Redemption 
such House shall cease to be rated under this Act; and in case the 
said Rate be purchased and redeemed by the Owner lie may add the 
Amount thereof to the Rent of the House, and shall be entitled to 
5 recover the same in the same Manner and with the like Powers as the 
Rent is recoverable. 

VII. All Redemption Monies which shall be so paid to the said 
Paymaster of Civil Services shall be paid by him to the said Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners for Ireland in like Manner us herein provided 

10 with respect to Monies arising from Rates under this Act. 

VIII. The Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland shall pay to 
the several Incumbents for the Time being of the Parishes now liable 
to the. Payments of Ministers Money under the said Act of the Seven- 
teenth and Eighteenth Years of King Charles the Second, by quarterly 

15 Payments on the First Day of January, the First Day of April, the 
First Day of July, and the First Day of October in every Year, a 
yearly Sum, to be computed after the Rate of Seventy-jive Pounds for 
every One hundred Pounds of the Sum payable in such Parishes respec- 
tively for Ministers Money during the Year One thousand eight, 
20 hundred and fifty-three , the first of such Payments to be made on the 
First Day of January One thousand eight hundred and fifty-five ; 
anything in an Act passed in the Session of the Third and Fourth 
Years of the Reign of King William the Fourth, Chapter Thirty-seven, 
or any Act amending the same, to the contrary notwithstanding : Pro- 
25 videcl always, that, in every Case where the Revenues of any such 
Benefice may be charged with the Payment of Curates and such other 
Charges as are allowed to be deducted in fixing the net Income of 
Benefices taxable to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, the portion of 
the gross Revenue employed in defraying such Charges shall not be 
30 reduced to the aforesaid Seventy jive per Cent but shall be paid in frill 
Cent, per Cent., (that is to say,) that the said Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners shall pay- to the Incumbents of such Benefices respectively, in 
addition to the aforesaid Seventy-five per Cent, and in like quarterly 
proportions, but exempt from taxation, a further Sum after the Rate 
35 of Twenty-five Pounds for every One hundred Pomids actually ex- 
pended by such Incumbents in defraying such Charges. 

IX. The said Ecclesiastical Commissioners shall from Time to 
Time at their Discretion invest all or any Part of such Monies as 
shall at any Time by or under the Provisions of this Act be paid to 

40 them as aforesaid in the Purchase of Government or Parliamentary 
Funds, Stocks, or Securities, and no other, either in England or 
Ireland, and from Time to Time to change, transfer, or sell out such

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Stocks, Funds, or Securities, or any Part thereof, and reinvest the 
Produce thereof, as they may find necessary or convenient.
